Dear Dr. Nevin: 

This letter is the final response to your Centers for Disease Control and Prevention and Agency for Toxic 
Substances and Disease Registry (CDC/ATSDR) Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of 
April 9, 2019, assigned #19-00663-FOIA, seeking: 

“All documents, including emails, written correspondence, memorandum, meeting agenda, and any 
other records of consultation between the Peace Corps and the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, from January 1, 2018 to the present, related to the Peace Corps' anticipated or completed 
implementation of section 101(a)(2) of the Sam Farr and Nick Castle Peace Corps Reform Act of 
2018 (Public Law No: 115-256), which requires that "The Director of the Peace Corps shall consult 
with experts at the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention regarding recommendations for 
prescribing malaria prophylaxis, in order to provide the best standard of care within the context of the 
Peace Corps environment". 

The requested documents will be made available to the general public, and this request is not being 
made for commercial purposes.” 

We located 329 pages of responsive records (148 pages released in full; 181 pages withheld in full). After a 
careful review of these pages, some information was withheld from release pursuant to 5 U.S.C. §552 
Exemption 5. 

Exemption 5 protects inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by 
law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the agency. Exemption 5 therefore incorporates the 
privileges that protect materials from discovery in litigation, including the deliberative process, attorney 
work-product, and attorney-client privileges. Information withheld under this exemption was protected under 
the deliberative process privilege . The deliberative process privilege protects the decision-making process of 
government agencies. The deliberative process privilege protects materials that are both predecisional and 
deliberative. The materials that have been withheld under the deliberative process privilege of Exemption 5 
are both predecisional and deliberative, and do not contain or represent formal or informal agency policies or 
decisions. An example of information withheld include draft reports.
